Corporate wealth is being used in many ways 
to add to th e income of voluntary colleges and 
universities, as th eir expenses keep rising Hast, 
er th an th eir yield from endowment. 
Th e corporations are th inking and acting in 
th e righ t direction, and th e most admirably 
part of th eir willingness to accept responsibility 
tor voluntary education is th e breadth of th ink­ 
ing beh ind th eir decisions. 
It is easy to understand wh y a ch emical 
manufacturing concern would be interested in 
educating young men and women for careers in 
ch emistry; much corporate h elp is being given 
on th at basis o f enligh tened selfish ness. 
But th at is not th e only basis. In announc­ 
ing th e formation 
of 
th e 
Esso 
Education 
Foundation th e oth er day Standard Oil of New 
Jersey and a group of affiliated companies 
acknowledged th e need for specialized educa­ 
tion, th en added: 
“An even more basic function of American 
colleges and universities, h owever, is to h elp 
-develop 9 nation of informed citizens, and th us 
foster th e ability and th e will to ach ieve in 
creasingly a society th at offers freedom, op­ 
portunity and dignity to all its members. From 
such informed citizens will come many of th e 
leaders America must h ave — in th e nation, 
in th e community and in business.” 
Ignorance is not bliss any more. It never 
was. Ignorance is an invitation to th e kind of 
misrepresentation and exploitation th at makes 
slaves of men wh o were born free. 


Security With Mercy 
Navy Secretary Th omas h as given a furth er 
boost to th e Elsenh ower administration’s se­ 
curity policy by ruling th at Ensign Engene W. 
X» andy must be given h is Naval Reserve com- 
Iteission. 
Landy is th e Merch ant Marine Academy 
graduate wh o was denied a commission last 
August after completing h is course with spe­ 
cial distinction, because h is moth er admitted­ 
ly h ad been a former member of th e Com­ 
munist party. A special review board set up 
by Secretary Th omas uph eld th e decision to 
witnh old th e young man’s commission.. 
Secretary Th omas h as tempered security 
with mercy, on th e grounds th at th ere is a 
substantial difference between a voluntary re­ 
lationsh ip with a Communist and th e relation­ 
sh ip of a Communist moth er and a son wh o 
h as made it clear h e never approved of h is 
moth er’s politics. 
Th e dilemma th at h as baffled th e federal 
government ever since it abandoned a soft 
policy on security against th e Communist con­ 
spiracy h as been h ow to administer a h ard 
policy with out trampling on individual righ ts. 
Th ere always will be mistakes under a h ard 
policy — errors of commission instead of th e 
errors of omission th at go with a soft policy. 
But th e Eisenh ower administration h as tried to 
correct its errors promptly. Hie reversal by 
Navy Secretary Th omas is th e latest in a 
series of executive decisions to redress wrongs 
done to individuals under a h ard policy of 
security. 


Bingo In New York 
Nowh ere in th e country h as th e form of 
gambling called bingo caused more trouble th an 
in New York City and th e surrounding metro­ 
politan area. Trouble now is about to be doubled 
by a legal dodge reminiscent of th e^one for­ 
merly used in Oh io to get around a constitu­ 
tional ban on all gambling. 
•In Oh io, th e h air-splitters claimed th at bingo 
was not gambling if no profit was taken — a 
dodge th at enabled professonal gamblers to run 
bingo games by paying th emselves fabulous 
expenses, instead of taking profits. 
In New York, th e h air-slitters are claiming 
th at bingo is not gambling if it is done in con­ 
nection with some form of entertainm ent Th e 
New* York state constitution is as specific in 
bh nning all forms of gambling as Oh io’s con­ 
stitution. 
Th e bingo figh t in New York involves religious 
and fraternal groups wh ich h ave insisted on 


i mnning bingo games, against th e opposition 
of oth er religious groups just as insistent on 
Uph o ding th e constitutional ban on gambling. 
Public official» — including judicial officials 
—are caugh t between th e upper and neth er 
millstones of political pressure. Th ey know 
professional gamblers will take advantage of 
leniency in interpreting th e law and leniency 
in enforcing it. But th ey fear th e opposition of 
th e pressure groups th at say th<? ban on gam­ 
bling simply does not apply to one kind of 
gambling th ey rely on h eavily to raise money 
for worth y purposes. 
So th e controversy rages. New York City 
Council h as been informed th at professional 
gamblers are prepared to take full advantage 
of any legal looph ole — and on th at point 
tiere can be no argument. For every worth y 
dollar yielded by bingo, toç gamblers always 
stand ready to take ten times as many unworth y

ness woman. Th at wasn’t wh at sh e 
wanted. Sh e wanted a successful 
h usband. 
Today’s world is full of glamor­ 
ous appeals and offers th at tend to 
entice us away from our avowed 
purposes and disrupt our plans for 
doing th e th nigs we know we on « .it 
to do. Eliminating and discarding 
th ese extraneous influences from 
our lives is one of th e m ist diffi­ 
cult tasks we face up to, but th is 


we must do. If we are to avoid be­ 
ing sidetracked constantly from 
our ultimate aims, 
We must remember th at a dia­ 
mond of real value, no matter h ow 
small, need not be set in a dus­ 
ter of miscellaneous filigree to be 
appreeciated. Th e value is in th e 
main stone, not th e setting. 
A melody of lasting beauty does 
not need a special instrumental ar­ 
rangement in order to attract lia- 
teners. It bears repea ting over and 
over again just as th e composer 
conceived it. 
A worth wh ile purpose, like a per. 
feet stone, requires no embellish ­ 
m ent A good motive, like a pure 
melody, becomes rich er with ev­ 
ery expression as it sets a clear 
and distinct th eme and h olds It. 
We need very much to lift our

Western World's Worry 


Wh ile Secretary Dulles proph ­ 
esied th at th e wave of anti-colonial 
emotionalism now raging in th e 
United Nations will do no damage 
to th at organization “in th e long 
run,” th ere is no doubt th at th is 
manifestation h as all Western gov­ 
ernments seriously worried. 
Dulles h imself must h ave .been 
a little sh aky wh en, almost at uie 
moment lte was voicing th e above 
opinion, India’s 
Krish na Menon, 
acknowledged leader of th e Arab- 
Asian bloc, now seemingly domi­ 
nating th e UN, voiced a need for 
international intervention toward 
settlement of th e Formosan issue. 
Th e prosspect for more of th e 
same in month s ah ead is h eigh ten­ 
ed by reported deals by wh ich 16 
or more new members are to be 
admitted to th e U N., most of th em 
eith er Communist or Arab-Asian. 
As a result, th e U.N. Assembly 
for th e first time in h istory over­ 
rode a previous decision by its 
steering committee to sch edule for 
floor debate th e issue of Algerian 
independence. 
Th e vote was 28 to 27 with th e 
majority rpade up mostly of mem­ 
bers of th e Communist bloc and na­ 
tions of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America, many of wh ich h ave but 
recently emerged from colonial 
activity. 
On Monday, th e same assembly, 
by vote of SI to 18, placed on its 
agenda th e dispute betwen Indo­ 
nesia and th e Neth erlands over th e 
future status of West New Guinea. 
Th ere is no semblance of United 
Nations auth ority to determine ei­ 
th er of th ese issues. But, as to 
both of th e disputes, th e mere fact 
of outside interference could prove 
catastroph ic. 
Algeria is th e central rock, with ­ 
out wh ich th e wh ole French em­ 
pire in 
North 
Africa 
certainly 
would fall. 
Vote« now are being counted in 
Indonesia’s first nationwide parlia­ 
mentary election with indications 
th at a combination of Communists 
and fellow travelers will displace 
th e existing government, mainly 
composed of conservative Mos­ 
lems. 
As to each of th ese situations 
th e main effect of United Nations 
debate is to more excite th e condi­ 
tion of disorder. 
Th e claim of th e French , upon 
wh ich th ey walked out of th e U.N, 
assembly after its vote against 
th em, is th at Algeria is an integral 
part of France itself and th erefore 
United Nations action is barred by 
th e provision of its own ch arter 


against interference in domestic af­ 
fairs of any of its members. 
On its face, th is French conten­ 
tion is well founded. Algeria h as 
been integrated with France, in­ 
cluding popular election of mem' 
bers of th e Paris Parliament, for 
more th an h alf a century. It is 
true also th at never during th at 
time h as France dared to tempt 
an Algerian rebellion by removal 
of its military garrisons. 
In more th an one respect Al­ 
geria’s status today is much like 
South ern Ireland’s sh ortly before 
Britain gave it up. At th e outbreak 
of World War I th e British prom­ 
ised Ireland full h ome rule, but re­ 
neged before th at status was at­ 
tained. 
Similarly, th e French Parlia­ 
ment’s “Statute of Algeria” in 19 47 
providing many new measures of 
independence, largely h as been 
pigeonh oled because of strong op­ 
position by th e French men wh o 
control most of Algeria’s wealth . 
Britain’s back-pedaling as to Ire­ 
land set off toe Easter rebellion 
of 19 16 . Th at uprising was sum­ 
marily crush ed and many of its 
leader« executed; b it th ereafter 
London's rule of Ireland never was 
th e same. 
Th e present trouble in Algeria 
dates back to France’s repudia­ 
tion of its promises to th at domi­ 
nion, stimulated more immediately 
by th e violent meth ods used to 
suppress a revolt too month s ago 
in th e Algerian Department of Con­ 
stantine. 
On th e h eels of th at conflict four 
members of toe French Ch amber 
of Deputies from Constantine jour­ 
neyed to Paris to warn Prime Min­ 
ister Faure th at toe time h ad come 
wh en noth ing sh ort of complete in­ 
dependence would be accepted by 
Algeria. 
Th e startling feature of th is mis­ 
sion was th at all its Algerian par­ 
ticipants previously h a d, b e e n 
strong advocate» of full integra­ 
tion with th e French mainland and 
th at one of th eir number, Bendjel- 
loul, h ad made a speech in toe 
Ch amber of Deputies only last 
July, strongly urging th at course. 
Th ere was no League of Nations 
at th e time of th e Irish Easter re­ 
bellion, so th ere is no knowing 
wh eth er its existence would h ave 
h elped or h urt toe Irish or th e 
British at toe time. Th ere is 
scarcely any doubt, h owever, th at 
U.N. meddling up to now h as ir­ 
ritated, rath er th an appeased, th e 
Algeria and New Guinea conflicts. 
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Hurricanes' Birthplace 


Th e 
Weath er 
Bureau 
wants 
“rocket reconnaissance” of toe 
most devastating foe to h it th e 
United States mainland since toe 
British burned Wash ington (h iring 
toe War of 1812. 
Th e Navy 
scientist 
says th e 
bureau h as made a “formal pro­ 
posal” for th e collection of h igh - 
aRitude atmosph eric information 
by rockets during th e h urricane 
seasons. 
In a paper prepared for th e Of­ 
fice of Naval Research , Otto E. 
Berg reveals h ow a two - stage 
Navy Aerobee rocket accidentally 
recorded th e “unforecasted pres­ 
ence” of a h urricane over south ­ 
ern Texas and Mexico th at sub­ 
sequently invaded toe south ern 
United States. 
One of th e big difficulties in 
predicting h urricanes, according 
to Herome Namias, ch ief of toe 
Weath er Bureau’s extended fore­ 
cast section, involves undetected 
sh ifts in upper air currents. 
Th e case of toe Aerobee fligh t 
underscores h ow difficult accur­ 
ate forecasts based primarily on 
surface winds can be. 
Berg, of th e atmosph ere and 
astroph ysics division, Naval Re­ 
search Laboratory, relates th at 
th e lab h as been taking pictures 
from h igh -flying rockets for al­ 
most 10 years. Th e main objec­ 
tive is to obtain from th e pictures 
an accurate ch eck of th e rocket’s 
orientation in space during its 
fligh t. For th is reason, h e notes, 
it is desirable th at th e pictures 
taken by rocket-borne cameras 
sh ow recognizable features on th e 
surface of th e earth . 
Such features, obviously, will be 
most evident wh en, skies are clear. 
Th us th e rockets are seldom fired 
wh en cloud coverage exceeds 10 
per cent. 
Last Oct. 5, th ere were scat­ 
tered clouds over th e New Mexico 
desert but toe area directly over 
th e launch ing site was clear, so

th e rocket was fired as sch eduled. 
Th e primary purpose of th e test 
was ach ieved, but th e pictures 
sh owed someth ing more. Wh en 9 0 
enlargements from a 16 -millimet­ 
er movie camera, carried a loft 
by toe rocket, were put togeth er, 
th ey sh owed a h urricane, with its 
spiral tentacles, covering an area 
of more 
th an 
1,000 
miles 
in 
diameter. 
Berg state« : 
“Th ese pictures mark toe first 
time th at such a story h as been 
ph otograph ed 
from 
an 
altitude 
sufficient to sh ow th e detailed 
structure of a storm over a large 
area.” 
Usually, ph otograph ic mapping 
of cloud formations is done by 
airplanes. 
But Berg notes th at h i« system 
“is not completely effective in 
Hurricane studies, ch iefly because 
of th e plane’s limited altitude, 


wh ich is sligh t above h urricane 
cloud formations.” 
Th e Aerobee pictures were tak­ 
en from an attitude of 100 miles. 
Th e mosaic, made of th e pictures, 
sh owed an area of 1,250,000 square 
miles, th e largest area of th e 
earth ever contained in a single 
continuous mosaic effectively tak­ 
en from one point. 
Berg relates th at meteorologists 
pointed out th e pictures could give 
th em information about th e burrs» 
cane in advance of evidence from 
regular weath er stations. 
Hie storm wh en captured on 
pictures, th e paper notes, was en­ 
tirely a h igh - altitude disturbance 
with little or no related surface 
winds. It adds: 
Actually, 
th e 
surface 
winds 
were easterly and of nominal vel­ 
ocity during th e time th at toe 
stoim was developing to major 
proportions overh ead.”

baseball season, some forth righ t 
remarks were made by players 
about th e conduct of th e fans. 
Th e remarks were prompted by 
th e “ fine old American custom” 
of booing ballplayers—a custom 
th at h as been worked at so h ard 
in th e last few years toe umpires 
are beginning to feel like forgotten 
men. 
Some of th e ballplayers w h o 
were targets of boo-birds h ad th e 
tem erity to say wh at all ballplay­ 
ers feel like saying—th at if booing 
h as become part of th e g r e a t 
American way of life th ey are en­ 
titled to doubt th at it is th e best 
of all possible ways of living. 
Such an attitude called down on 
th e h eads of th e outspoken ball­ 
players a deluge of soup comments 
and bad-tempered abuse by th ose 
wh o take th e position th at pay­ 
ment of th e price of admittance 
entitles a spectator to make wh at­ 
ever noises h e feels like making 
wh en displeased 
No one is arguing about th at. 
Hie argument is over th e ques­ 
tion of wh eth er or not a spectator 
is entitled to th e respect of h is 
fellow spectators and th e ath letes 
h e is watch ing wh en h e ch ooses 
to be a boo-bird. 
Th e argument is not confined to 
baseball. It concerns football, bas­ 
ketball and all oth er bona fide con­ 
tests in wh ich th e outcome h as not 
been predetermined. 
Is th e boo-bird entitled to toe 
protection a permanent closed sea­ 
son, or sh ould h e be bagged on 
sigh t? Has h e become toe typical 
American spectator because of toe 


ear-sh attering power of h is boo­ 
ing? Or sh ould th e oth er kind of 
spectator—th e kind th at goes to 
ath letic contests to ch eer its fav­ 
orites and enjoy th e game—put up 
a figh t for h is principles? 
It would lead to bloodsh ed; let 
th ere be no doubt about th at. It 
would mean th e boo-bird would 
h ave to be begged every time h e 
gave h knself away with h is m at­ 
ing call. 
Hie bagging would get violent 
sometimes. A boo-bird wouldn’t 
like wh en a lady cracked h is skull 
with th e h eel of h er sh oe. He would 
take offense wh en a foreign ob­ 
ject was stuffed into h is o pe n 
mouth . He would rise in wrath 
wh en a nearby spectator advised 
h im to sh ut h is trap. 
But eith er h e must be driven to 
cover or boo-birds will take over 
spectator sport» th e way sparrows, 
starlings and pigeons h ave taken 
over th e cities. 
Th ey h ave made frigh tening pro­ 
gress in baseball Th ey h ave made 
a sh ambles of basketball in some 
parts of th e country. Football, for-( 
tunately, is too complicated f o r 
th em most off th e time, but th ey 
get in some leth al licks in th at 
sport, too. 
Th e admittance money paid by 
boo-birds is no longer or greener 
th an th e money paid by spectators 
wh o keep th eir mouth s sh ut unless 
th ey feel Hke ch eering. Boo-birds 
are th e pop-offs of spectator sport« 
—and th ey h ave it in th eir power 
to degrade ath eltte contests to th eir 
own level of mouth y dissatisfac­ 
tion and bad feeling. Unless, th at 
is, open season is declared on 
boo-bird» .
